‘Coca-Cola and Peruna Tax Unde 


Debate When House Adjourned 
Packing House and Bucket 
Shop Taxes Remain the 
Same as Last eYar.

The question of the taxation of dispene 
saries was settled in pretty short order 
yesterday morning, when the house took 
up the general tax act. 

The previous question was called, fur- 
ther debate was shut off and a vote on 
the various amendments was begun. 

As a result the house restored the 
former plan of levying upon dispensa- 
ries an ad valorem tax in addition to 
the $200 specific tax which is levied 
,upon all liquor dealers. 

The house first voted down the Gaul- 
providing for a lump 
then on an aye and 
No. vote it adopted the amendment of 
Mr. Shackelford, of Clarke, levying an 
ad valorem tax, besides the specific tax. 
The vote adopting the Shackelford 
‘amendment was 99 to 32. 
Following is the way 
tax now stands paragrapn 
tion 2 of the general tax act: 

“Upon all dispensaries operated by 

or municipal authorities to be 
by the authority operating the 
in addition to an ad valorem tax 
stocks in trade and buildings own- 
ed by said dispensaries, which tax is 
hereby levied, . . . . two hundred dol- 
lars for each place of business in each 
county where the same (liquors) are man- 
ufactured or sold,.”’ 

It will be seen from the foregoing that 
the amendment not only calls for the 
/payment of an ad valorem tax, but 
enacts that it snall be levied.

| “Ie you put this provision inte your 
general tax act,’’ said Mr. Hall, “you 
are going to endanger a very wise law. 
It will open the way for taxation of 
‘your churches, your schoolhouses, your 
‘jails and your court houses, for under 
this plan you can just as readily tax 
any other public preperty by putting it 
in your general tax act.” 

The house then voted down the amend- 
men of Mr. Evans, of Washington, reée- 
quiring that all dispensaries should pay 
the state al} of their net profits over 
‘and above $2,000, and the other dis- 
' pensary amendments were withdrawn. 


Medicines Not Taxable. 

Under an amendment by Mr. Black- 
burn, of Fulton, which the house adopt- 
.ed by a vote of 67 to 29, there will be 
no tax put on druggists and other deal- 
ers in patent medicines which contain 
alcohol, unless the sale of such medi- 
‘cines is taxed by the United States gov-

At a meeting of the redistricting com- 
mittee and less than a score of inter- 
ested citizens in the city council cham- 
ber last night, the question or redistrict- 
ing the city was dispgsed of by the mo- 
tion of Councilman Holland for an ad- 
journment until 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing, at which time the committee will 
formulate a report on the redistricting 
of the. city to general council 

Just before adjournment Councilman 
Wynds stated that he believed the com- 
mittee ought to wait until some action 
was taken by the legislature upon the 
amendment to the charter providing for 
the extension of the city limits. Alder- 
man Howell also spoke at some length 
on the ethic8 of addressing the legisla- 
ture, contending that if anything had to 
be asked for, it should be asked for in 
the nicest way possible as the surest way 
of having the request granted. Alderman 
Woodward, on the other hand, believed 
that this question was one that, accord- 
tng to the privileges provided by the laws 
of the state, should be demanded. 

Only six of the eleven members of the 
Special committee were present. These 
were Councilman W. H. Terrell, chair- 
man of the committee; Aldermen J. H. 
Harwell and James G. Woodward, and 
Councilmen J. Sid Holland, Philip Breit- 
enbucher and John A. Hynds. 

Thomas Peters Talks. 

There was only a handful of citizens 
present, and Thomas Peters was the first 
fequested to speak. He said in part: 

“While I have been interested in the 
redistricting of the city for some time, I 
came here tonight to hear rather than to 
try and voice any sentiment of my own. 
Atlanta has a community of interest een- 
tered on radiating avenues. AS an in- 


stance, Forrest avenue and the Boulevard, | 


{n the fourth ward, have a diversity of 
interests that in the past has shown a 
lack of a ‘commmnunity of interests’ ina, 
it would be desirable to correct.

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|HALL REPLIES TO LAWSON 
WITH SWORN STATEMENT 


Lawson’s Attack Unparalleled in Legislative History, 
He Said---Cigars and Whisky Furnished to Leg- 
islative ‘Committees at Sanitarium. 


Hx sworn testimony taken before 
the joint legislative investigating 


committee to reply yesterday to the ar- 


| raignment of that committee by Judge 


Thomas G. Lawson, vice chairman of 
the board of trustees of the state sant- 
tarium, on last Thursday. 

The scene was the meeting room of 


the genera! appropriations committee of 


the house, where on last Thursday Judge 
Lawson had made a vigorous attack on 
the investigating committee’s report so 
far as it related to the state sanitarium. 

Mr. Hall had given notice that he 
would reply to the attack of Judge Law- 
son at the meeting yesterday, and the 
committee room was crowded wkh mem- 
bers of the legislature, and visitors who 
were anxious to hear what he had to 
say. 

Mr. Hall produced the sworn testimony 
of officials and employees of the state 
sanitarium in support of the investigat- 
ing committee’s report. He deprecated 
the fact that the members of the ap- 
propriations committee had all sat in 
silence and permitted such an arraign- 
ment of himself and other members of 
the committee. 

He brought forth a hearty laugh when 
he called the attention to the fact that 
the sanitarium had supplied cigars and 
whisky to the members of the legislative 
visiting committees which hag gone 
there. 

Was a Personal Matter. 

Mr. Hall, in beginning his speech, asked 
the attention of the committee upon a 
matter which largely concerned him per- 
sonally. 

“The tnvitation to the trustees of the 
Sanitarium to present their requests here 
was taken advantage of, on last Thurs- 
day, to bitterly attack a committee of 
this body and to assail me personally," 
Mr. Hall sald. ‘“‘That scene was almost 
imparalleled in legislative history. This 
committee sat silent for an hour and 
listened to an arraignment of one of its 
members, and not one word of protest 


wags uttered.”’

Referring to the steward, J. R. Lamar, 
Mr. Hall said he was paid $2,000 a year 
and his lights and fuel, “but outside of 
the sanitarium I don’t think any one 
would pay him $50 a month to clerk in a 
grocery store.” ’ 

“IT want to show you what sort of a

& year for the state,’’ Mr. Hall said. 

Mr. Hall then read from the testi- 
mony of Steward Lamar, taken by the 
committee at Mjedgeville, 'to show 
what the system of accounting at the 
Sanitarium is at the present time.

Whether the responsibility for 
keeping repair gangs at work lies 
with the citv authorities or with the 
street railway company or with the 
contractors who laid the original pave- 
ment, the city authorities undoubtedly 
have the right to insist upon the re- 
pairs being properly and promptly 
made, and they should exercise that 
authority.

Then and Now. 

Just what occurred at President 
Roosevelt’s conference with the rep 
resentatives of the Miners’ Union who 
calledto urge him to take action inthe 
matter of the Colorado strike is not 
yet known. Just what President Roose 
velt said to the miners’ committee 
may never be known; but it is pretty 
safe to assume that the tone of his 
conversation was quite different from 
the sentiments expressed in an article 
on “True American Ideals,” written | 
for The Forum in 1895. This was | 
shortly after the Chicago labor riots. 
In discussing the labor conditions at 
that time Mr. Theodore Roosevelt 
said: 

The worst foes of America are the foes 
to that orderly liberty without which our 
republic must speedily perish. The reck- 
less labor agitator who arouses the mob 
to riot and bloodshed is in the last anal- 
ysis the most dangerous of the working- 
man’s enemies. This man i{s a real peril; 
so is his sympathizer, the legislator who, 
to catch votes, denounces the judiciary 
and the military because they put down 
mobs. 

The demagogue, in all his forms, is as 
characteristic an evil of a free society as 
the courtier is of a despotism; and the at- 
titude of many of our public men at the 
time of the great strike last July was 
such as to call down on their heads the 
condemnation of every American who 
wishes well to his country. 

Had it not been for the admirable ac- 
tion of the federal government, Chicago 
would have seen a repetition of what oc- 
curred during the Paris Commune, while 
Illinois would havy ween torn by a fierce 
social war. It was a most fortunate 
thing that the action at Washington was 
so quick and so emphatic. The president 
and Attorney General Olney acted with 
equal wisdom and courage, and the danger 
was averted. 

The completeness of the victory of the 
federal authorities, representing the cause 
of law and order. has been perhaps one 
reagon why it was so soon forgotten. 
Governor Altgeld, though preeminent, did 
not stand alone in his unenviable promi- 
nence. Governor Waite, of Colorado, 
stood with him, Most of the populist

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The Wisdom of Diaz. 

Ambitious presidential aspirants do 
not thrive in the republic of Mexico. 
At least, they have not done so for 
twenty-seven years, during which 
period the country has been governed 
by practically one man—Porfirio Diaz. 
It is true there was an interval of four 
years, filled by the term of Gonzales, 
but Diaz speedily returned to power 
and since then has had nominally no 
opposition. 

The news now comes that this re- 
markable man has been _ reelected, 
that the presidential term has been ex- 
tended from four to six years and the 


inew office of vice president created, 


with Ramon Corral as its, incumbent. 
There is a bit of wise statecraft back 
of this elongation of the term and the 
chaice of Corral as vice presidents 
Diaz, who is 74 years of age and very 
feeble, realizes that his own death may 
very likely occur during his impending 
administration. While not a man of 
arrogance cr conceit. he knows better 
than any one else that the peace and 
progress of Mexico for the past three 
decades have been mainly due to his 
own individuality. A thorough stu- 
dent of the Latin-American tempera- 


‘ment and the peculiar conditions of 


the country, he is naturally fearful af 
the result should his demise come sud- 
denly and unexpectedly, with no one 
available to assume the reins and per- 
petuate his policies. 

Both of these contingencies are an- 
ticipated by this new enactment. His 
term of office has been stretched to 
cover the tentative duration of his life 
and Corral selected as vice president, 
that he may obtain the benefit of 
thorough coaching from the man who, 
more than any one else, knows Mexi- 
co and Mexicans. Thus, if Diaz 
should not surv.ve his term of office 
Corral, well drilled and completely 
saturated with the astute methods of 
the now president, will be able to as- 
sume control of the government, and 
effectuaily check any ambitious tur- 
bulence which mizht menace the in- 
tegrity or peace of the nation. He ig 
said to be eminently cualified for this 
important position, having the full 
confidence of the people and maintain- 
ing a rare degree of intimacy with 
President Diaz. 

Diaz was himself a dictator in the 
beginning of his career. He wrested 
control of the goverument in true revo- 
lutionary style, proclaimed himself 
ruler and fortified himself for any 
amount of antagonism. Hitherto he 
had been noted for his brilliant mili- 
tary ability, although even his inti- 
mates did not suspect that he added to 
this such discriminating executive 
skill and capacity to handle the ab- 
struse problems of government— 
especially one so unstable as the Mexi- 
co of that day. But the universal fear 
of and respect for him were so great 
and so constmmate was the grasp he 
displayed of every phase of every situa- 
tion and emergency, that efforts to 
oust him died from lack of heart and 
popular encouragement. So he has 
ruled on, quietly and wisely, for more 
than a generation, winning inter- 
national respect for his country and 
developing its resources, domestic 
and foreign, to a remarkable extent.

That State Reformatory. 

Elsewhere The Constitution gives 
space to a communication from K. R. 
Foster, of Milledgeville, formerly su- 
perintendent of the state farm at that 
place, in which he earnestly advocates 
the establishment of a state reform- 
atory. In his official capacity Mr. 
Foster has been keenly impressed with 
the great need of such a step in the 
interest of juvenile reform in Georgia, 
and his expressions should have 
weight in helping to comwince our leg- 
islators that this imperative need 
must be met. 

Mr. Foster seems to think that the 
reformatory could best be copducted 
as a part of the state farm at Mil- 
ledgeville. This is a question upon 


ference of opinion, since many advo- 
cates of the reform contend that the 
juvenile offenders should be removed 
as far as possible from adult crimi- 
nals and not have to bear the stigma 
Which aitaches to a regular peniten- 
uary. The farm system for a reforma- 
tory is a good one, especially if it is 
conducted as an agricultural school 
and not as a convict camp. But in 
addition to the teaching of the science 
of agriculture, the boys should be 


Kinds, and the farm should, therefore, 
be a complete industrial school as 
well. 

The matter of detai is an after con- 
sideration. Waoat the people of vueor- 
gia are demanding with the same 
eanestness that they demanded ballot 
reform, is that a state reformatory be 
established by act of the legislature— 
not some future legislature, but by 
the one now in session in Atlanta. 
This is not a matter that can brook 
uelay. The good name of Georgia— 
her very civilization—is involved. The 
present state of atfairs is a retiection 
that the state ought not to be willing 
to rest under any longer than it re- 
quires to draft and pass a bill. Our 
people are ashamed of the existing sit- 
uation and look to their representa- 
tives in the general assembly to rec- 
tify it. 

Hundreds of boys who get their 
schooling in crime in the regular 
| penal institutions of the state might 
be made law-abidihg and useful ‘iti- 
zens if sent to a propeily conducted 
reformatory. The wisdom of the jat- 
ter institution has been abundantly 
demonsirated in the experiments 
made by Fulton and Richmond coun- 
ues in that direction. The juvenile 
lawbraker does not belong in the 
county jail or in a convict camp. He 
is entirely out of place herding with 
\the criminals at the state farm. He 
needs a special place of restraint and 
special corrective influences. 

There is no time like the present 
to correct this mistake—to right this 
wrong—against our erring boys and 
girls. Georgia cannot afford to be so 
| woefully behind her sister states in 
such a@ primary matter of just gOv- 
ernment and public humanity. 

By all means let us have the state 
reformatory before the present gen- 
eral assembly adjourns.

I fully realized the necessity for a state 
reformatory, separate and distinct from 
the state farm, though it could, with 
practical propriety, be near by, for sev- 
eral reasons, as the law contemplated 
wisely proyides that it shall be under 
the supervision of the prison commission, 
and they have a force of men on the farm 
that can construct al] the buildings nec- 
essary for the inmates, with barns and 
stables, at a small cost to the state. The 
state farm has already ample depot and 
railroad facilities, together with a corn 
mill and ootten gin that can be utilized 
for the interest of a reformatory. There 

granite in abundance on the state 
farm and adjoining lands, and a building 
can be constructed similar to the female 
building now on the farm that was con- 
structed entirely by convict labor, with 
the exception of one white man, ag super- 
intendent of the building force under 
me. ‘We quaried out the stones, shaped 
them up and hauled them with male and 
female convicts and made a building that 
will stand for ages, almost fireproof, and

Editor Constitution: I noticed the let- 
ter of Mr. W. G. Cooper, secretary of the 
Greater Georgia Association, in your issue 
of today, and after having read and re- 
read it several times I cannot see where 
any issue lies between us. We are both 
aiming at the same thing—true conserv- 
atism in the matter of immigration. Mr. 
Cooper names a lot of our prominent 
Georgians who have helped to build up 
our state and itg wealth, and no one 
appreciates their noble efforts and their 
success more than I do. If Mr. Cooper 
wil] read my letter carefully through, I 
think he wil] see that to all intent and 
purposes we agree on all the points at 
issue. It is my earnest wish on behalf 
of Georgia to encourage immigration 
from other states and to encourage immi- 
gtation from the best European countries 
and to build up our state with a healthy, 
industrious, people, who will fall in line 
with our civilization, and not only em- 
brace it and comply with its demands, 
but endeavor to mprove upon it. 

What is particularly objectionable, and 
in which I am sure Brother Cooper will 
agree with me, is this heterogeneous 
mass of foreigners who take advantage 
of the cheap rates by steamer to this 
country and who, when they get here, 
live in the low way to which they were 
accustomed in Europe, do not gpeak the 
English language, and remain foreigners 
to our civilization and customs even 
after they have been here for years, This 
class of foreigners ig undesirable, but 
certainly none of the gentlemen whose 
names are mentioned by Mr. Cooper be- 
long to this class at all. I do not see 
why guch a construction should be placed 
upon my letter, for I think that all pa- 
triotic Georgians will agree that immi- 
gration from other states and from the 
best European countries is desirable. 

In support of my statement that I do 
not favor any exclusive policy, I quote 
from my speech before the American 
Bankers’ Association, at San Francisco, 
last fall, as follows: 

“The opportunities afforded by our 
state for people with or without means 
are manifold. We have boundless re- 
sources yet untouched or insufficiently 
developed, affording a most inviting 
chance for the handling of immense cap- 
ital profitably. We have work of gome 
kind for everybody and if people without 
means come to our state and fail to find 
employment in the cities or towns, there 
is ample room on the farms for all in- 
dustrious men to make their livelihood if 
they desire. I would in all sincerity say 
‘Young men, go to Georgia.’ It is the 
state of my adoption. I was born in Ten- 
nessee, and I love the people of my 
native state, but Georgia gives a hearty 


welcome to everybody and extends #, 
right hand of fellowship to any ang4ga 
good people who may choose to iggas. 
within her boundaries. She has such , 
diversity of resource and opportuni, 
that there is ample room for all of ug » 
a man has means and comes to Georgia, 
Re can increase his wealth and get « 
perience as well; if he has experfence, he 
can come to Georgia and increase his 
experience and get wealth also.’ 

I think Mr. Cooper will agree that this 
puts me on record as favoring immigrg 
tion, but we must exercise conserv 
in this regard as in every other they 
may affect the welfare of our state, wW 
want the best class of immigrauts, if a 
have them at all, and the object of ms 
letter was to suggest that the direct im. 
portation of immigrants from undegi;, 
able European centers would injure th 
purity and evolution of our civilizatig, 
and retard rather than accelerate gp 
progress. ‘ 

In all my letters, in all My speeche 
in all my articles for the public pring 
for the t two or three decades, I hay 
invariably had a word to say in favor@ 
immigration to Georgia by industriong | 
law-abiding, able-bodied men and womg 
who woulg help to build up our stat, 
but I have never said a word to encom, 
age the wholesale shipment to our stay 
of foreigners who have nothing in com 
mon with us and seek to have noth 
in common’with us, who are low In the 
tastes and tendencies, and who are both 
ignorant and depraved. 

All I want is to put a scotch or bride 
so to speak, upon this immigration 
safety valve which we can turn if th 
tide gets muddy and too full of driftwood 
We want our industries developed; wy 
want our resources developed, and We 
want good immigration, but let's be com 
servative by all manner of means, 

Mr. Cooper takes me to task about the 
stork. I will not bore my readers 
Brother Cooper with the magnificent Mgt 
of our immigrants from Storktown, fop 
that list would be too long to print & 
this issue. The class of foreigners ig 
which I object are not those who geek 
America from choice and should ther 
fore receive credit for their good judg 
ment. They have usually played out fy 
their own countries, either from ide 
ness Or crime, and have come here agg 
last resort, and not from the high motives 
ascribed to them by Mr. Cooper. hy 
stork brings them here, not steeped & 
crime or prone tu idleness, but in a pig 
tic state, to be molded in full accord wig - 
our civilization, and to ftmbibe ne 
there is in it. Smigrants from 
town are not already men of fixed hab 
its, but they come among us to be dit 
tinctly American, primarily and for aj 
time Georgians, and while I did not 
tend in my letter to urge the allowance 
only of immigrants brought by the amis- 
ble stork, at the same tine I think ou 
best and most desirable immigrants come 
that way, and if we have immigrants 
from Burope, let them be as good or let 
them stay away. Above all, let’s not get 
rash about this question. Let’s be con 
servative.

In the Mear.time the Center of At- 
janta’s Prettiest Street Presents 
wright Gives Company’s 

Side of Matter. 


According to City Engineer Clayton the 
asphalt pavement between the tracks of 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany, on Peachtree street, from Pine 
street to the city limits, will not be paved 
while the car tracks are in their present 


condition 

What steps will be taken to put the 
street in proper shape and to remove the 
holes and ridges that are an eyesore, is 
not known. It is stated that a confer- 
ence will be held in the course of the 


next few days. 

Further than this Captain Clayton de- 
clares the strag&® car company maintains 
that it is the city’s duty to repair the 


streets. 

“The street car company holds that the 
city puts down the pavement, and is re- 
sponsible for its repair,"’ says Captain 


Clayton. 

On this basis it seems altogether likely 
that the pavement will be left in its 
present condition unless the city makes 
gome arrangements to repair it. If the 
street car company is not responsible, 
then the responsibility would seem to re- 
yert to the city. 

The residents of Peachtree street are 
commenting in most unfavorable terms 
upon a set of unfortunate circumstances 
that leaves an eyesore in the very middle 
of the prettiest of Atlanta’s streets. It 
is not jikely that they will consent to 
permit this condition to continue and 
efforts will be made to force either the 
street car company or the city to make 
the repairs. 

No steps seem to have been taken, 
either by the street car company or the 
city to have this section of the street re- 
paired. Captain Clayton stated yesterday 
that the street could not be repaired with 
the street car tracks on their present 
foundations. 

“Repairs were made by the city one 
year ago,’’ he says, ‘‘and the street is 
in 2 worse condition now than when it 
was at that time.,”’ 

Captain Clayton regards it as a waste 
of money to repair the street unless some 
change is made In the streét car tracks. 
The paving, he says, will not stand the 
Strain of the weight of the cars more 
then a month or two. 

Citizens who use the street frequently | 
ate surprised at a condition which pre- 
vents the proper repair of the street. It 
ils understood that the city requested con- 
crete foundations under the car tracks 
at the time the paving was originally 
put down, the street’ car company ob- 
jected and there was no fight over.the 
Matter, the tracks being permitted to be 
laid without a proper foundation, 

There seems no doubt that the street 
between the car tracks will be repaired 
fom Ellis street to Pine street, though 
there will be no hurry about the matter. 

President Arkwright Talks. 

President Arkwright stated yesterday 
that this paving had been guaranteed 
for five years, and that he would write 
to the asphalt company in a day or two 
and take up the matter. The five years 
has not yet expired. He also says that 
the entire matter will be taken up with 
the city engineer in a day or two. 

Mr. Arkwright says: 

“We are just as anxious as the city 
authorities to have the pavement put in 
& geod condition. From Pine to Ellis 
Streets the pavement between the car 
tracks will be repaired at the expense 
of the asphalt company, as .we had a 
five year guarantee, which has not ex- 
Pired. The cause of the pavement get- 
ting into bad repair is the fact that the 
tracks press down upon the pavement. 
Bome of the pavement is not bad, and 
that which needs repairing will be at- 
tended to. I will take the matter up 
With the city engineer in a day or two, 
nd we will reach some understanding 
Qbout it. I have not yet communicated 
With the asphalt company, but will do 
0 as soon as I can have a talk with 
the city engineer.” 

In the meantime, must the old eye- 
Sore between the tracks remain? 

The citizens want the pavement re- 
Dalred, and want it repaired now. The 
Test of the street is in gogd condition, 
€nd it is believed that there is no reason 
Why the space between the car tracks 
should not be immediately repaired, and 
then if there is to be a row as to who 
ls responsible—let it come afterwards!

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~ REPAIR OF PAVEMENT 


The special committee appointed by the 


city council Monday afternoon has con- 
sulted with the three members of the 
house from Fulton county and with Sen- 
ator Howell from this district ana there 
will be no further misunderstanding in 
regard to the matter. 

The alleged delay was said to have 
been in the house, as the bill has never 
reached the senate. The three members 
of the house from this county say there 
has been no unnecessary delay and that 
the bill has been pushed as fast as possi- 
ble. It is also stated that the bill could 
not have been acted upon any sooner, 
as there had been a request from the 
city attorney to hold it up until a sub- 
stitute could-be prepared and that substi- 
tute was not placed in the hands of the 
Fulton county representatives until last 
Monday afternoon. 

Some members of the city council 
thought there had been too much delay 
and a committee was appointed-to wait 
upon the loca] representatives to ascer- 
tain the cause of the supposed tardiness 
in having the measure acted upon by 
the legislature. : j 

Say There Was No Delay. 

When seen in reference to the matter 
yesterday, Mr. Slaton made the follow- 
ing statement: .

On DeCember 15, 
1869, the legislature appropriated $75,000 
to pay for said arms. On November 14, 
1860, Governor Brown, in pursuance of 
the act of November 28, 1859, made a 
contract with the Sharp’s Rifles Mant 
facturing Company to. furnish the state 
$50,000 of said arms and necessary ac- 
coutrements within thirty days, agreeing 
to pay for them in cash when delivered 
to him at Milledgeville by said com- 
pany. On November 30, 1860, the said 
company delivered to Governor Brown 
at Milledgeville, according to contract, 
all of said goods and at that time received 
from the governor $24,795 in cash and, 
at Governor Brown's request, agreed to 
take in payment of the balance of said 
purchase twenty year 6 per cent bonds ot 
the state. The governor was authorized 
to issue said bonds by act of the leg: 
islature November 16, 1860. The bonds 
were sent to New York to be engraved,

til February |, 1861, when he signed 
the same and sent them, according to his 
promise, to the company at Hartford.

VEpabte in aid of the rebellion have 
been defined by the constitution of Geor- 
gia of 1865, 1868 and 1877, as ‘debts 
contracted during the actual existeBee v, 
war,’ debts payable in confederate money, 
or in specie after a treaty of be- 
tween the confederate states and the 
United States, and the supreme court of 
the United State: in 97 U. §., 463-464, in 
construing the fourteenth amendment to 
the constitution of the United States as 
to what were debts ‘incurred in aid of 
the rebellion,’ as debts ‘the purpose of 
which was to give aid and comfort to the 
enemies of the United States ‘in the pros- 
tion of that war.’ 

ee Therefore, the fact that the debt for 
which these bonds were given was con- 
tracted five months before the war, and 
before the state was an ‘enemy of the 
United States,’ but when she was @ mem- 
ber of the United States, clearly shows 
that it does not fall within either the 
letter or the spirit of the law, as shown 
by the language of the law itself, and the 
decision of the highest court in the Jand.

| A number of tne directors were seen 
after the meeting and there was no dis- 
guising the fact that they were greatly 
‘disappointed in regard to the action of the 
‘commission in regard to the*petition of 
Atlanta shippers through the Atlanta 
‘freight bureau. It was announced, how- 
ever, that the fight for better rates would 
‘continue to be waged and vhat the aid 
‘of many Georgia cities and towns would 
‘be enlisted. 


|petition of the Atlanta freight bureau was 
based on a reduction of rates between 

Atlanta and Savannah and Brunswick, 
which also pertained to a number of the 
intervening towns and cities whigh are 
based on the Atlanta rates. The direc- 
tors yesterday stated that the state com- 
mission ignored these paragraphs which 
asked for relief that was within the com- 
mission’s jurisdic.zon. They also said that 
the only action taken by the commis- 
Sion was in favor of lower interstate 
rates and that in this connection their 
only power was tn the petitioning of the 
Interstate commerce commussion to ad- 
just the rates. 

It will be remembered that in the de. 
cision the railroads were given sixty days 
in which to better the rates as they now 
exist, and one or the directors also stated

SUPREME COURT OF GEORGIA. 


Decisions rendered Tuesday, July 19, 
1904 


751. Graham & Ward v. Macon, Dublin 
and Savannah Railroad Company. 
Breach of contract. Before Judge 
Adams. City court of Dublin. ; 
Lamar, J.—!. Carriers may issue 

through bills of lading, and may make 

comtracts for through shipments or for 
the interchange of freight between each 
other. 

2. Sratironde chartered under the gen- 

eral law may acquire and opefate a4 

steamboat in connection with their lines 

of road. (Civil code, section 2174.) 

3. There is therefore no public policy 
which prohibits a railroad from entering 
into a contract with a firm, by which 
the latter is to acquire and operate a 
steamboat, and each party is to receive 


and deliver its freight to the other at the 


' usual rates, in consideration of which the 
| railroad agrees to erect a hoist for the 


speedy and economical handling of freight 
between the boat and cars. 

4. Such a contract was not unilateral, 
and was supported by a sufficient con- 


|' sideration: and the firm were entitled to 


maintain an action against the railroad 
company for damages for greach of the 
contract. 

5. Irrespective of the question whether 
the special damages declared on were

Simmons, Cc, J.—!. The duties of an or- 

dinary under the laws of this state are 

of a dual nature—he acts as judge of the 
court of ordinary and also as clerk of 
that court. 

2. The law requires an ordinary to give 
a bond payable to the governor, and 
this bond !s styled the official bond of 
the ordinary. He is not liable on this 
bond for any judicial act, but is Hable 
for any neglect or omission that per- 
tains to his duties as clerk. 

3. If, therefore, the general assembly 
passes an act imposing additional minis- 
terial duties pon the ordinary and ex- 
pressly making him Hable on his bond 
for a breach of such additional duties, 
is 
elected and gives bond as provided by 
law, such legislative act enters into the 
bond and becomes a part of its condition: 
and the ordinary and his sureties are 
liable upon the bond for-any breach’ of 
the duties Imposed by the act. 

4. Where the bond given is joint and 
suit may be brought upon it 
against the sureties without joining the 
principal; especially where the principal 
is dead and his estate is insolvent and 
there has been no administration thereon. 

5. Where the act imposing additional
